As to Enlarging the Army.

The strain imposed on the United
Btates regular army during the Debs
strike, whereby every available mili-
tary foree, not counting the national
guard of the varlous states, some of
which also was enlisted in police
work, has led In many quarters to s
somewhat animated discussion as
to thealleged necessity of enlarging the
standing army. Major General Soho-
fleld, the present commander, favors
such an enlargment, and also counsels
the enlistment of emergency men until
the whole force has attalned a maxi-
mumn of 60,000 men,
